The prisoners who were staying in the cell with 
JflHHI^Bteiave several saws concealed in the cell and have 
sawed through all but two of the bars in the cell leading to 
the outside window of their cell. They also have cut a hole 
in the mesh screen covering the window and haul material 
from -the outside through this hole by lowering a rope. These 
prisoners have requested members of the Little Rock SSOC 
(APIC) who have visited his cell to bring them 

additional saws since they claim their saws are almost worn 
out. Several APIC members have indicated they may do this. 
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29/69 to 
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check Yr^^fnis cell and had found some saws^and had also found 

all of the bars in the cell but two had been sawed through. 
Stated that the bars have now been soldered, fulfil? stated 
the information furnished had definitely averxlyua 
planned jail break. He also advised he had instructed 
deputies to remain alert for any individuals outside for the 
next several nights at the jail. 



The ftrkansas Gazette . Little Rock, Ark., daily news- 
paper, carried an article in the Saturday, 2/1/69, edition re- 
porting that two individuals, one of whom gave an address of : 
the APJC, v/ere arrested by officer's of the Pulaski county SO 
-'on" the night of 1/31/69 outside the jail near a rope that was 
hanging from an inside cell. These individuals were charged 
with vagrancy according to news reports. This article 
identified those two as DARLENE TAYLOR, aged 21, 1609 South 
Perk, Little Rock, and PRESTON DAVIS, aged 18, 3317 West 
Markham.

On November 1, 1965, si first source adviced that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) with 
headquarters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, 

-was formed on the weekend of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern student groups in areas of civil rights, 
peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital punishment ■ 
and unemployment. Originally, it was to be^a white counter- j 
part of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) 

It has agreed to work with similar interested groups such as ■ 
SNCC and Students for a Democratic Society (SD3) and Southern : 
Conference Educational Fund, Inc., (SCEF) . SSOC is a fraternal 
affiliate of SDS. y 

Beginning in the fall of 1966, 330C became a 
membership organization and embarked on a campaign to form 
local chapters on various college campuses throughout the 
South. SSOC publishes, October through Hay each year, a 
publication, "New South Studont," which, according to the 
above source, has increasingly espbltsed and defended -ttie pro- 
CotnmunisC and antl-Uaited States position on domestic and 
foreign policy.

The only "New Left" organizations in the little Rock 
.Division are chapters of £he Southern Student Organizing 
Committee (SSOC) formed in February, 1968, at the University 
of Arkansas, Fayetteville, Arkansas, and during April, 1968, 
by students of Little Rock University (LRU) at Little Rock, 
Arkansas. JThe University of Arkansas SSOC chapter in reported 
to currently have approximately 30 members and the LRU SSOC 
chapter has approximately 10 to 12 members. 


Neither of these organizations appear to have received 
any wide acceptance among the students at their Itespective 
universities and the members, for the most part, are considered 
"oddballs" and students who are not in the main stream of the 
student activity. In view of this. Little Rock. Division does _ 
not recommend any -specific counterintelligence action be taken 
against either of these chapters at this time. 


On jL_nat.ionaX-bae-is, it is felt that the mos_t_ effective 
form of counterintellig ence a ctivity against these New Left 
groups would b e f or the Bureau to utilize all possible news 
sources In an attempt to ridicule the New Left and their 
activist leaders through cartoons and cooperative syndicated 
writers who specialize in satire since this type of humor is . 
e&sily understood and accepted by the majority of college 
students, it has been the experience of the Little Rock Office 
that most college students do not want to become identified with 
these individuals involved in New Left type activities. 
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Little Rock will remain alert for afty specific 
-counterintelligence recommendations which can be directed 
against the specific SSOC chapters active in the Little Rock 
Division and request appropriate Bureau authority if and 
when such action appears desirable..
